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More Than a “Coin Dealer's Wife”

am sure that like some 
other women that have found them- 
selves immersed in Numismatics, it 
was not always a first career choice. 
As a child | had the Whitman folders 
and plucked coins from change to fill 
holes but without additional re- 
sources to buy coins to complete my 
albums, | quickly lost interest. Also, 
much later in life | found | was not 
geared toward date collecting any- 
way. In college | studied art and | 
had more interest in design, so being 
a typeset collector turned out to be 
more my thing. Although, | went 
beyond album collecting and made 
my own sets with Ancients, Byzan- 
tine, Sassanian, Medieval, hammered 
European coins, and Thalers up 
through the 1600's period. My first 
emphasis was on portraiture and | 
enjoyed a sort of folk art quality that 
these earlier coins had. In fact | soon 
decided that the Ancient Roman and 
Greek coins were too perfect artisti- 
cally and | liked the quirkiness of the 
years in between Ancient Roman/ 
Greek and the 1700's when coins lost 


more of their handmade look and 
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designs reflected the fancy large 


white wigs fashionable at that time. 


It was when | was working on a Mas- 
ter's degree in Art Education that | 
started dating my future husband, 
who was starting out in a career as a 
coin dealer. He had made the move 


from collector to dealer just that

year. We shortly married and | got 
my Master's degree the same year. 
It became apparent that | was not 
going to be directly using my de- 
gree, as my husband preferred that | 
attend coin shows with him for the 
added security that two people have 
when traveling. We later opened a 
coin store together and | continued 


working right alongside him. Well, 


being a competent and educated 


woman | decided from the start that 
| was going to make great attempts 
to learn numismatics and | was not 
going to be happy until | could at 
least know what everything was by 
name and design. It was not just 
U.S. coins, but foreign, ancients, me- 
dieval, and so on. That was when 
the portrait collection began so that | 
could have something to be passion- 
ate about in the world of numismat- 


ICS. 


A few years into my new career and 
hobby, | decided to also collect love 
tokens. | had resisted it at first be- 
cause | thought it might be what 
“coin dealer's wives" collected....that 
stereotypical idea of what a some- 
what non-numismatist would collect. 
Now before | get myself in trouble, | 
admit that early on | too was guilty 
of seeing the stereotype of women in 
numismatics but with learning more 
over time, | soon developed a new 
view. 


In the beginning | attended 


small local shows and there were 
those wives that brought their knit- 
ting or a book to read. | only knew 
two women that worked more seri- 
ously in numismatics back in 1987. 
But once | started going to national 


shows and meeting more people, my 


views changed and | think also that 
my first view came from being inse- 
cure in not knowing much about 
coins and being thrown into it. It 
was not long after getting into love 
tokens that | also started collecting 
English enameled coins, hobo nickels, 
locket or box coins (aka opium dol- 
lars), and all sorts of other artistically 
manipulated coins. In fact the por- 
traiture collection started to take a 
back seat to the coin arts collection. 
| also met a couple male collectors of 
love tokens that had serious and im- 
portant collections. Talk about re- 


verse discrimination there and my 


surprise. 


| became so enthralled in love tokens 
that | voraciously read everything on 
them and joined the Love Token So- 
ciety. That was the first coin club 
that | joined that was not for the 
business purpose of having to join in 
order to setup at a coin show. And, | 
alone joined it and not my husband, 
the “coin dealer”. At shows | wanted 
nothing more than to get out from 
behind the bourse table and go hunt 
for love tokens. | learned as much 
from collecting as | did from reading 
about love tokens. My collection was 
like having a population study and | 
soon started writing about my find- 


ings and went onto become Presi- 


dent of the Love Token Society. | 


even began teaching my husband 
about love tokens and how to price 
them. At that time he bought love 
token dimes for $3 each and sold 
then for $4 each. | had to educate 
him that some types were worth 
more, especially the pictorial ones. 
My career in numismatics aided me 
in. my collecting of love tokens. 
Some | actually collected by date, 
some by foreign country, some by 


denomination others by 


(typeset), 
design, and more. There are a myri- 
ad of ways you can collect love to- 
kens once one learns more about 
them and what is available on the 
market. | even wrote an article titled, 
“Categories for Collecting Love To- 


kens”. 


The Love Token Society newsletter is 
published six times a year and | reg- 
ularly have one or more articles in 
each issue. After nearly twenty years 
of writing for them, | still have not 
run out of subjects to write about. 
That shows how varied collecting 
love tokens can be. | remember one 
day at my husband's and my coin 
store when a customer of ours 
walked in and said that | was in Coin 
World. | was flabbergasted. That 
was a big deal and national press. | 
asked if he was sure and he said yes. 
| think that we had already gotten rid 


of that week's issue but darned if it 
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did not happen again and | had the 
issue in hand. Apparently Coin 
World had access to or was receiving 
the Love Token Society's newsletter 
and had been quoting what | was 


writing about. Wow! 


So, my father-in-law was in the store 
that week and either my husband or 
| told him that | was in Coin World 
and | just have to share with you 
what he said. “Why is Carol in Coin 
World? You (my husband) should be 
in it and not Carol". How about a 
stereotype for you! | am divorced 
now after about fifteen years of mar- 
riage and | will say that my father-in- 
law never did see the value in what | 
brought the coin store. Besides 
learning numismatics, | also had a 
background in the antiques business 
and antique jewelry and brought in 
antique dealer contacts and a large 
knowledge of Victorian jewelry and 
values. All | can say Is.....Some Men! 
To this day | do not believe that my 
ex has been in Coin World but he 
never did get involved in the educa- 
tional or collector side of numismat- 


ics and stayed in his sole role as a 


coin dealer. 


| have been told by a few men in the 
business that there is some gender 
prejudice and it can be hard for 
women getting into it, particularly in 


the role of coin dealer. Let's just say 
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that some people like to take ad- 
vantage of others and that goes be- 
yond gender too. | have noticed a 
gruff or direct way of speech by male 
coin dealers when they communicate 
with both other dealers and collec- 
tors. Many of them do not soften 
their matter of fact ways when talk- 
ing to women but with my being 
from the New York/New Jersey area 
Originally, that attitude did not really 
throw me. Some also view this di- 
rectness of communication as arro- 
gance but | think it comes down to 
the time is money scenario and these 
dealers are interested in volume 
turnover and not the retail sales song 
and dance philosophy. | cannot say 
that | have really seen outward preju- 
dice to women but | have enjoyed 
some raised eyebrow or jaw drop- 
ping moments as | surprised some 
coin dealers’ with 


male my 


knowledge. At the very least | felt 
the wheels turning in their heads as 
they processed it all. Except for a 
few early years when | was learning 
the business and hobby, | have al- 
ways felt like an equal to men and | 
have a number of male dealers and 
collectors in my corner that would 
tell you the same. | have even of- 
fered information on a few occasions 
to correct men in high ranking club 
capacities and the information was 


well received. 
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Since my earlier involvement in the 
Love Token Society | have gone onto 
join other clubs, hold other positions, 
exhibit, judge, and write several hun- 
dred articles for a number of differ- 
ent publications and feel qualified to 
offer advice to other aspiring female 


numismatists. 


1. Learn everything you can about 


numismatics.

3. #2 is not a typo. Knowledge pro- 
vides confidence and confidence is 
strength. The more secure you are in 
what you know, the more secure you 
are in dealing with men in the busi- 


Ness. 


4. Do not be afraid to have a voice. 
It is OK to question something with- 
out feeling stupid. | might say, “Oh, | 
thought it was...." and then go on to 
explain why | thought something. 
You might be right in what you are 
thinking and when brought up, the 
other person might agree with you 
or there might be two ways of look- 
ing at 


something....or you might 


learn something new. 


5. Try to have a thick skin if men are 
a bit gruff. Do not take things too 
personally. Do not retreat inward 


and exhibit meekness, try to stand 


strong. Think of it as either showing 
fear or confidence to an aggressive 
challenging dog and the outcome 
you want to solicit (and | am not call- 
ing men dogs, just giving a common 
behavioral example). Show confi- 
dence as opposed to a negative sort 
of aggressiveness and steer clear of 
arrogance too (words of wisdom for 
both sexes but women face a double 


standard when it comes to aggres- 


siveness next to men). 


6. Once you get there, you will love 
that look on men’s faces when you 


throw their views for a loop! 


7. People are people....treat them as 
people and ignore the gender differ- 


ence. 


8. Find an area of Numismatics to be 


passionate about. 


9. If you excel in your own numis- 
matic niche, there will come a day 
when men will seek you out for ad- 
vice and information. It is then that 
you can feel proud and become an 
ambassador and role model for other 


women coming along behind you. 


This is only one woman's view and | 
encourage other women to share 
their own experiences and advice. 
And, | do know that newsletter edi- 
tors are always looking for input....so 


find your voice too.

his hardcover “Coffee- 
table size" reference has 128 pages 
and features 100 of the greatest 
women.

Each woman has a page with a 
full color picture of her along 
with an enlarged picture of the 
coin she is portrayed on.

Penny Lady,” says, “It is quite 
evident that Ron Guth has 
done an extensive amount of meticu- 
lous research into the history of 
women who have appeared on coins, 
and he describes these great women 
in such a way that makes it easy to 
understand what made them so spe- 


cial as to be honored with their im- 
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age carved into a coin.” The refer-

was three years old when President 
Arthur passed away, and the book 
explains nicely how this feminist 
came to have her portrait on this 
coin. Besides Ms Paul, the au- 
thor says, “This book is a cele- 
bration of the hundreds of 
women who have appeared on 
coins from ancient times to 


present.” 


“The Methodology of selecting 
the 100 Greatest Women,” is 
the nuts and bolts of the pro- 
ject along with the research 
and resources used to select 
the top 100 women.

Kelly married Prince Rainier, he asked 
for and received a two million dollar 
dowry and Princess Diana had an 
eating disorder. These are just two 
of the many fascinating things that 
you will find out about the 100 
greatest women on _ coins. 
“Collecting Difficulty,” gives you the 
information needed if you want to 
collect an example of each of the 
coins. The author set three levels of 
difficulty with: 1.

The 
third woman is Mother Teresa (1910 
— 1997) who appears on the French 
2010 10 Euro coin. She dedicated 
most of her life in service to the poor 
in Calcutta, India. In 1979 she re- 
ceived the Nobel Peace Prize, and the 
$190,000 prize money went to the 
poor. Pope Francis has given final 
clearance for Mother Teresa — who 
will soon be called “The Saint of the 
Gutters,” to receive this high tribute. 
The fourth woman is Queen Cleopat- 
ra (or Cleopatra VIl Philopator). She 
was considered the most beautiful 
woman in the ancient world. This 
Queen of Egypt turned the heads of 
anyone who crossed her path. One 
Emperor gave up his kingdom for 
her. Cleopatra was married to Julius 
Caesar, Marc Anthony, members of 
her own family and others. She had 
a great fondness for poisons using 
these drugs to kill her brother, hus- 
band and others. She committed 
suicide by allowing an Egyptian cobra 
to bite her. The author says collect- 
ing coins of Cleopatra VII is easy and 
coins from ancient times portraying 
her can be purchased for $200 to 
$800. He cautions you to beware of 
counterfeits. You will find the name 
Cleopatra several other times in the

“victim of the census,” was a tiny cer- 
tificate of deposit for 10c. It was is- 
sued by banker Robert Palmer in 
1900. His bank failed in 1907 and the 


1910 census listed him in prison. 


Undertakers J.C. & C.F. Zollinger is- 
sued currency that had no value and 
was an advertising piece. It looked 
like fractional currency and circulated 
1870-1875. Perhaps the most popular 
of the meeting was the piece from 
Georgia illustrating a Manduca Sexta, 
more commonly known as a tobacco 
horn worm! Other Civil War-era piec- 
es included those issued by sutlers, 
and also some by Sanitary Fairs 
which raised money to care for the 


soldiers after the war. 
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Wendell also had notes that changed 
denominations. Many of these pri- 
vately issued pieces were from banks 
that began in the early 1800's with 
no charter. There was no specie to 
back up the paper money, other than 


a few 2-bit coins “in a hair trunk.” 


Wendell was presented a certificate 
of appreciation by WIN VP Louise 
Boling, and the meeting adjourned at 


10:03 AM.
